The  United  States  Copyright  Law,  Title  1 7  of  the  United  States  code,  requires 
permission  for  the  use  of  copyrighted  music  for  performances.   The  American  Society  of 
Composers,  Authors  &  Publishers  (ASCAP)  is  the  oldest,  largest  and  foremost  organization  in  the 
United  States  licensing  the  right  to  perform  publicly  copyrighted  musical  compositions. 

Agreements  for  the  five  year  term  July  1 ,  1 992  -  June  30,  1 997  were  reached  by 
ASCAP  and  with  the  Higher  Education  Music  Copyright  Task  Force.  The  Task  Force  represents  the 
American  Council  on  Education,  the  National  Association  of  College  and  University  Business 
Officers,  the  Association  of  College  Unions-International,  the  Association  of  Performing  Arts 
presenters,  the  National  Association  for  Campus  Activities,  the  National  Association  of  College  and 
University  Attorneys,  the  National  Association  of  Student  Personnel  Administrators,  and  the 
National  Association  of  Schools  of  Music. 

This  is  the  fifth  license  agreement  negotiated  by  ASCAP  and  the  Task  Force  for 
successive  terms  beginning  January  1 ,  1 978. 

The  "one-tier"  license  calls  for  payment  of  a  single,  per  student  license  fee.    For  the 
1992-1993  school  year,  this  fee  is  17  cents  per  full  time  equivalent  student.    For  future  years,  the 
17  cents  will  be  adjusted  for  any  changes  in  the  Consumer  Price  Index  ("CPI").   The  annual 
minimum  fee  has  been  set  at  $135  for  the  first  year,  with  CPI  adjustments  in  future  years.

Title  5,  California  Code  of  Regulations,  Section  58199  reads  as  follows:   "The  total 
amount  budgeted  as  the  proposed  expenditure  of  the  community  college  district  for  each  major 
classification  of  district  expenditures  listed  in  the  district  budget  forms  prescribed  by  the  Board  of 
Governors  shall  be  the  maximum  amount  which  may  be  expended  for  that  classification  of 
expenditures  for  the  school  year.   Transfers  may  be  made  from  the  reserve  for  contingencies  to  any 
expenditure  classification  or  between  expenditure  classifications  at  any  time  by  written  resolution 
of  the  board  of  education  of  any  district  governed  by  a  board  of  education,  when  filed  with  the 
county  superintendent  of  schools  and  the  county  auditor,  or  by  written  resolution  of  the  governing 
board  of  a  community  college  district  not  governed  by  a  board  of  education  and  filed  with  the 
county  auditor.   A  resolution  providing  for  the  transfer  from  the  reserve  for  contingencies  to  any 
expenditure  classification  must  be  approved  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  of  the  governing 
board;  a  resolution  providing  for  transfer  between  expenditure  classifications  must  be  approved  by 
a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  governing  board."

President  and  Members: 

Provisions  of  the  California  Labor  Code  Section  3074  state  that  local  community 
college  districts  may  provide  vocational  education  and  supplemental  instruction  for  apprentices. 
Also,  under  the  provisions  of  the  California  Administrative  Code,  Title  8,  Sections  235  through 
241,  a  local  community  college  district  and  a  Joint  Apprenticeship  Committee  (JAC)  may  enter  into 
a  joint  agreement  whereby  excess  costs  incurred  by  the  District  in  connection  with  the 
apprenticeship  program  sponsored  by  the  Committee  shall  be  payable  by  the  Committee.    Further,  a 
community  college  district  may,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  California  Education  Code 
Sections  815229  and  81530,  lease  offsite  facilities  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  district's 
vocational  education  objectives. 

The  John  O'Connell  Campus  in  cooperation  with  various  JAC's  in  San  Francisco, 
has  offered  apprenticeship  training  programs  for  many  years.   The  various  programs  are  tailored  to 
the  needs  and  requirements  for  the  apprentices  in  the  various  trades.   Classes  are  held  in  various 
District  facilities  as  well  as  in  facilities  provided  by  the  JAC's. 

The  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  provides  all  the  certificated 
instructors  and  related  costs  for  the  programs.  The  District  is  reimbursed  apart  from  general  state 
apportionment  by  the  State  for  the  conduct  of  the  apprenticeship  program  according  to  the  student 
contact  hours  generated  by  the  programs. 

Beginning  FY  1 982-83,  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  entered  into 
rental  agreements  with  seven  JAC's  for  the  use  of  union  facilities  by  the  John  O'Connell  Campus 
apprenticeship  programs.   Subsequently,  an  Ad  Hoc  Committee  for  Related  and  Supplemental 
Instruction  of  the  San  Francisco  Labor-Management  Apprenticeship  and  Training  Committee  was 
formed,  representing  all  the  JAC's,  to  meet  with  the  District  to  discuss  the  distribution  of  funds 
among  the  various  apprenticeship  training  programs.   After  numerous  meetings,  the  Ad  Hoc 
Committee  and  the  District  staff  tentatively  agreed  that  1)  25%   of  the  funds  generated  by  the 
apprenticeship  program  attendance  should  be  retained  by  the  District  for  direct  and  general 
administrative  support  of  the  program;  2)  75%  of  the  funds  generated  should  be  expended  in  the 
apprenticeship  programs  for  instructor's  salaries,  supplies,  rental  of  facilities  and  other  direct  costs, 
and  3)  the  District  would  enter  into  an  agreement  with  each  JAC  to  formalize  said  distribution  of 
funds. 

The  Governing  Board  has  authorized  the  SFCCD  to  enter  into  such  agreements  with 
the  JAC's  for  the  last  nine  fiscal  years.   We  now  wish  to  execute  similar  agreements  with  the 
JAC's  for  the  FY  1992-93.

City  College  of  San  Francisco  and  San  Francisco  State  University  are  jointly 
developing  a  cooperative  undergraduate  project  for  underrepresented  minorities.   This  multi- 
component  project  is  designed  to  increase  the  recruitment,  retention,  transfer  rates,  and  graduation 
of  minority  students  as  biology  and  chemistry  majors  with  baccalaureate  degrees  to  encourage 
them  to  pursue  careers  in  biomedical  research.   The  project  will  involve  students  in  enrichment 
activities  in  a  year  round  program  that  begins  immediately  after  they  graduate  from  high  school  and 
carries  the  students  through  their  transition  to  a  four  year  college.  The  specific  goals  of  the 
program  are  to  recruit  underrepresented  minority  high  school  students  to  CCSF  to  prepare  them  for 
careers  in  biomedical  research;  bring  the  math  skills  of  entering  community  college  students  to  the 
level  needed  for  them  to  successfully  complete  calculus  prior  to  transferring  to  SFSU;  supplement 
the  introductory  biology,  chemistry  and  math  courses  at  CCSF  with  enrichment  workshops 
designed  to  improve  the  performance  of  minority  students  in  these  critical  gateway  science 
courses;  provide  a  link  between  CCSF  students  and  SFSU  students  and  faculty  that  fosters  a  career 
in  biomedical  research;  and  develop  a  monitoring  system  with  appropriate  counseling  and  academic 
support  services  for  project  participants. 

CCSF  and  SFSU  faculty  have  developed  seven  activities  to  accomplish  these  goals. 
These  are:    Summer  Bridge  in  Mathematics,  Academic  Year  Workshops,  Honors  Seminars,  Summer 
Science  in  Action,  Summer  Research  Opportunities  for  Community  College  faculty.    An  elaborate 
monitoring,  tracking,  and  evaluation  component  has  also  been  developed  to  determine  the  impact 
of  the  project  on  its  90  minority  student  participants.

President  and  Members: 

On  August  27,  1992,  the  Board  of  Trustees  adopted  Resolution  No.  920827-B1, 
enacting  the  Recommended  Final  Budget  for  Fiscal  Year  1992-93.  Since  August  the  Board  has 
enacted  three  resolutions  that  made  significant  changes  to  the  Recommended  Final  Budget.  This 
resolution  would  make  four  additional  changes  to  the  1992-93  budget.    First,  it  will  reduce  existing 
appropriations  by  $400,000  to  provide  adequate  funding  for  the  District's  June  1993  summer 
session,  second  it  will  appropriate  $27,846  in  both  reductions  and  additional  revenue  for  the 
purchase  of  a  computer  system  for  the  Financial  Aid  Office,  third  it  will  reallocate  $  2,170  with  ITS 
for  compliance  with  software  licensing  requirements,  and  finally  it  will  appropriate    $  2,000  in 
additional  revenue  to  the  Office  Technologies  program  for  the  purchase  of  computer  equipment  as 
the  result  of  a  cash  donation  from  the  Bechtel  Corporation. 

Title  5,  California  Code  of  Regulations,  Section  58199  reads  as  follows:    "The  total 
amount  budgeted  as  the  proposed  expenditure  of  the  community  college  district  for  each  major 
classification  of  district  expenditures  listed  in  the  district  budget  forms  prescribed  by  the  Board  of 
Governors  shall  be  the  maximum  amount  which  may  be  expended  for  that  classification  of 
expenditures  for  the  school  year.  Transfers  may  be  made  from  the  reserve  for  contingencies  to  any 
expenditure  classification  or  between  expenditure  classifications  at  any  time  by  written  resolution 
of  the  board  of  education  of  any  district  governed  by  a  board  of  education,  when  filed  with  the 
county  superintendent  of  schools  and  the  county  of  auditor,  or  by  written  resolution  of  the 
governing  board  of  a  community  college  district  not  governed  by  a  board  of  education  and  filed 
with  the  county  auditor.   A  resolution  providing  for  the  transfer  from  the  reserve  for  contingencies 
to  any  expenditure  classification  must  be  approved  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  of  the 
governing  board;  a  resolution  providing  for  transfer  between  expenditure  classifications  must  be 
approved  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  governing  board."

The  Office  of  Contract  Education   was  appropriated  $210,000  restricted  general 
fund  for  1 992-1  993.    One  major  investment  budgeted  for  fiscal  year  1 992-1 993  is  to  install  a  fully 
integrated,  interactive,  multi-media  learning  lab  at  the  Downtown  Campus.   This  interactive 
computer  learning  lab  will  enable  the  Office  of  Contract  Education  to  expand  our  training  capability 
to  conduct  self-paced  literacy  training  and  instruction  in  the  areas  of  English  as  a  Second 
Language,  Cultural  Diversity,  and  Total  Quality  Management. 

The  software  acquisition  includes  one  lab  management/server  station,  1 5  student 
station  INVEST  laboratory  with  three  Tiers  which  include  software  installation,  instructional 
software,  management  software,  and  remote  diagnostics/technical  assistance.    Add  on  software 
license  include  1  5  station  English-Express  which  include  laser  disc  and  videodisc  photo  dictionary, 
language  builder  and  data  creator  software,  training  material  and  classroom  starter  packages. 

The  total  cost  of  the  contract  will  not  exceed  $70,000,  and  the  funds  are  available 
as  follows:    $60,000  (restricted  contract  ed  account),  and  $10,000  (G92-3909-B).

President  and  Members: 

The  1 988-89  State  Budget  contained  an  appropriation  to  fund  working  drawings 
and  construction  in  the  current  amount  of  $  5  million  dollars  for  the  project:  District-Central  Shops 
and  Warehouse,  on  a  site  in  the  northeast  corner  of  the  campus  on  the  hillside  at  Judson  Avenue. 
Board  Resolution  890525-S2  appointed  the  firm  of  Finger  and  Moy,  Architects,  to  design  the 
facility  and  to  prepare  the  working  drawings  for  this  project. 

The  District  hosted  a  neighborhood  meeting  in  November,  1992  to  discuss  the 
project.    The  Sunnyside  Neighborhood  Association  expressed  opposition  to  the  preliminary  building 
plans  on  the  northeast  site  based  on  concerns  about  truck  traffic,  trees,  views,  noise  and  safety. 
Working  drawings  for  the  project  were  completed  on  March  1,  1993,  with  modifications  to  meet 
neighborhood  concerns,  but  the  Sunnyside  neighbors  still  found  these  plans  unacceptable. 

The  District  also  received  a  letter  from  Senator  Quentin  Kopp  supporting  the 
neighborhood  position  and  urging  the  District  to  reach  an  agreeable  solution  with  the  neighbors. 
The  Senator  also  pledged  his  assistance  to  the  District,  if  needed,  to  help  resolve  any  problems 
with  the  State. 

The  Facilities  Planning  staff  studied  every  apparent  site  on  both  sides  of  Phelan 
Avenue  and  looked  at  1960  Carroll  Street,  currently  serving  as  our  Crafts  shop  building.    Several 
alternative  plans  were  developed  for  presentation  the  Facilities  Committee  and  the  Board's  own 
Facilities  Committee  Chair,  Rodel  Rodis.   Alternate  #1A  places  only  the  warehouse  on  the  Judson 
hillside  site  and  locates  the  Crafts  Shops  and  Offices  in  the  southeast  corner  of  campus  near  the 
practice  Field.   The  Facilities  Committee  voted  unanimously  in  favor  of  #1A.   Another  neighborhood 
meeting  was  held,  and  resulting  correspondence  from  the  Sunnyside  Neighborhood  Association 
expressed  opposition  to  this  alternate,  which  still  included  construction  on  the  hillside.   The 
neighborhood's  letter  did  outline  a  list  of  specific,  costly  and  impractical  requests  if  the  District 
were  to  continue  to  pursue  the  project.    It  also  remains  uncertain  whether  the  District  could 
manage  this  project  within  the  time  constraints  and  the  State  allocated  budget. 

Therefore,  staff  is  recommending  a  second  plan,  Alternate  #2A  as  outlined  in  the 
Facilities  alternates,  that  also  splits  the  Warehouse  from  the  Shops  and  Offices,  with  the  latter 
functions  placed  at  the  Practice  Field  site  as  above.    However,  the  Warehouse,  in  this  scheme,  is 
located  at  1960  Carroll  Street,  just  under  four  miles  from  campus.    Despite  some  drawbacks,  this 
proposal  is  recommended  based  on  the  following  reasons:    (1)  construction  costs  are  estimated  to 
be  less  than  the  current  budget;  (2)  it  provides  an  opportunity  for  the  District  to  seek  State  funds 
from  this  excess  to  cover  additional  architectural  fees  requires  for  working  drawings  for  this 
modification  and  site  change  proposal;  (3)  allows  the  District  to  return  anticipated  unused  funds, 
thus  saving  on  State  costs;  (4)  follows  the  recommendation  of  the  KH  consultant  not  to  site  the 
project  on  the  hillside;  (5)  it  illustrates  the  District's  respect  for  its  neighbors  and  delivers  a  measure 
of  gratitude  for  their  successful  support  in  past  land-use  campaigns;  (6)  Senator  Quentin  Kopp  has 
indicated  that  he  joins  the  neighbors  in  endorsing  this  plan;  and,  (7)  provides  a  mutually  acceptable 
resolution  to  the  problem  whereby  the  District  can  still  build  its  needed  shops,  offices  and 
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It  is  the  recommendation  of  staff  that  the  Board  authorize  the  Chancellor,  or  his 
designee  to  seek  State  Chancellor's  office  approval  for  Alternate  #2A.    In  order  for  the  request  for 
modification  and  change  of  site  to  be  considered  by  the  State  Chancellor's  Office,  Department  of 
Finance  and  ultimately  the  Legislature,  the  District  must  make  application  to  the  State  Chancellor 
together  with  supporting  documentation  in  the  form  of  a  revised  Capital  Outlay  Budget  Change 
Proposal.

President  and  Members: 

The  Information  Technology  Services  Department  (ITS)  of  the  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District,  has  an  operating  budget  of  over  $3  million  and  has  been  without  a 
permanent  Director  for  over  four  years.    In  their  report  of  April  1 991 ,  the  RISC  Working  Group  for 
Decision  Support  System  raised  a  number  of  issues  regarding  the  organization,  management  and 
level  of  services  provided  by  the  Department  which  need  to  be  addressed  immediately.    In  light  of 
the  issues  raised  by  the  RISC  work  group  and  needs  arising  from  the  District's  structural 
reorganization,  the  District  retained  the  services  of  Detrick  Consulting  for  the  period  from  August  5, 
1991  through  April  30,  1992  to  develop  a  long-range  plan  for  the  ITS  Department  and  to  provide 
management  consulting.    Mr.  Peter  Detrick  is  an  Information  Systems  Executive  with  over  26  years 
experience  as  an  MIS  professional,  and  over  16  years  of  management  experience.    Mr.  Detrick  was 
chosen  from  the  finalists  as  the  best  qualified  of  over  90  applicants  for  the  consultancy  by  a 
Screening  Committee  composed  of  faculty,  classified  staff  and  administrators  with  experience  in 
data  processing/MIS. 

At  the  end  of  the  original  consultancy  period,  the  District  exercised  a  six-month 
extension  clause  in  the  contract  with  Detrick  Consulting  for  the  period  from  May  1,  1992  through 
October  31,  1992,  in  order  to  begin  the  implementation  of  the  long-range  plan,  specifically  to 
identify  and  procure  software  applications  that  could  meet  the  information  needs  in  the  areas  of 
student  information,  finance,  human  resources  and  financial  aid. 

At  the  end  of  the  first  extension  period,  the  District  sought  to  further  retain  the 
services  of  Detrick  Consulting  from  December  1,  1992  through   June  30,  1993  in  order  to  oversee 
the  implementation  of  the  long-range  plan  up  through  the  selection  and  contract  negotiations  of  the 
software  vendor  and  hardware  vendor.   The  software  vendor  was  selected  and  at  the  December 
17,  1992  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Resolution  921217-B7  was  approved  authorizing  the 
District  to  contract  with  Systems  &  Computer  Technology  Corporation  to  procure  licensing  for  their 
Banner  administrative  software  for  the  Finance  and  Human  Resources  modules.   The  computer 
hardware  vendor  selection  was  begun  in  Fall  1992  and  after  many  weeks  of  careful  analysis, 
specification  and  evaluation  by  a  subcommittee  of  the  Computer  Policy  Committee,  comprising 
faculty,  classified  staff  and  administrators  a  vendor  was  selected.   The  District  is  now  in  the 
negotiation  process  with  the  vendor  finalist  for  the  computer  hardware  and  Bull  software 
conversion. 

The  District  is  currently  seeking  to  further  retain  the  services  of  Detrick  Consulting 
from  July  1,  1993  through  December  31,  1993  in  order  to  oversee  the  implementation  of  first,  the 
conversion  of  the  Bull  software  to  run  on  the  new  computer  hardware  and  the  installation  of  the 
new  computer  hardware  and  network  improvements,  and  secondly,  to  begin  the  implementation  of 
the  SCT  Banner  Finance  and  Human  Resources  software.    The  conversion  of  the  Bull  software  as 
well  as  the  implementation  of  the  SCT  Banner  software  will  require  intense  effort  from  the  ITS 
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Department  as  well  as  strong  project  leadership  in  order  to  successfully  meet  timelines.    Any  delay 
in  the  conversion  process  would  cost  the  District  $35,000  for  each  month  the  Bull  mainframe  is 
kept  in  operation.   The  District  is  in  the  process  of  announcing  an  ITS  Director's  position.    In  view 
of  the  time  required  to  hire  the  new  director  and  have  the  person  fully  able  to  take  charge  of  the 
department  as  well  as  the  MIS  Project,  it  is  recommended  that  the  services  of  Detrick  Consulting 
be  retained  during  this  critical  time  of  the  MIS  Project.

At  its  December  17,  1992  meeting,  the  Board  of  Trustees  passed  Resolution  No. 
921217-B7  authorizing  the  procurement  of  licensing  with  System  and  Computer  Technology 
Corporation  for  its  Finance  and  Human  Resource  Application  software,  related  user  query  tools 
(Intelliquest  products),  and  Implement  Support  Services  (training),  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed 
$558,921. 

In  order  to  provide  further  protection  for  the  District  in  the  event  that  SCT 
Corporation  is  unable  to  provide  software  to  meet  our  specifications,  provisions  have  been  made  to 
procure  a  performance  bond  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $4,000.    In  addition,  the  original  Resolution 
No.  921217-B7  did  not  provide  for  travel  expenses  for  SCT  to  come  on-site  to  install  the  software 
and  provide  training  to  our  personnel.    Based  on  SCT  documents,  the  ITS  Department  projects 
there  will  be  a  maximum  of  17  individual  trips  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $2,000  per  trip.   The  total 
travel  allowance  is  therefore  budgeted  not  to  exceed  $34,000. 

Additionally,  the  District  proposes  to  issue  debt   for  the  entire  information  system 
upgrade  project  of  which  the  SCT  software  purchase  is  one  part.   The  District  will  use  a  portion  of 
the  proceeds  of  such  debt  to  reimburse  expenditures  made  for  the  project  prior  to  the  issuance  of 
the  debt.    The  United  States  Income  Tax  regulations  Section  1.103-18  provides  generally  that 
proceeds  of  tax-exempt  debt  are  not  deemed  to  be  expended  when  such  proceeds  are  used  for 
reimbursement  of  expenditures  made  prior  to  the  date  of  issuance  of  such  debt  unless  certain 
procedures  are  followed,  among  which  is  a  requirement  that  (with  certain  exceptions),  prior  to  the 
payment  of  any  such  expenditure,  the  issuer  must  declare  an  intention  to  reimburse  such 
expenditure.    It  is  in  the  public  interest  and  for  the  public  benefit  that  the  District  declare  its  official 
intent  to  reimburse  the  expenditures  referenced  herein.

President  and  Members: 

In  June  of  1 992,  the  CCSF  Board  of  Trustees  authorized  a  student  health  fee  with 
the  intention  of  making  the  Student  Health  Service  at  the  College  self-supporting.    It  became  clear 
during  the  first  year  of  the  fee  implementation  that  the  revenue  from  the  $7.50  per  semester  fee 
would  not  offset  operating  costs.    Financial  aid  waivers,  refunds  and  uncollectible  fees  reduced 
revenues  substantially.    Existing  law  requires  community  college  districts  that  provided  health 
services  during  the  1986-87  fiscal  year  to  maintain  health  services  at  the  level  provided  during  the 
1986-87  fiscal  year  and  each  fiscal  year  thereafter.    Existing  law  also  provides  that,  if  the  cost  to 
maintain  that  level  of  service  exceeds  a  specified  limit,  the  excess  cost  shall  be  borne  by  the 
community  college  district. 

Assembly  Bill  3571,  Farr,  which  went  into  effect  in  January  1993,  allows  an 
increase  in  the  health  fee  from  $7.50  per  semester  and  from  $5  for  summer  session  to  $10  and  $7 
for  summer  session.    Increasing  the  health  fee  will  enable  the  college  to  cover  the  cost  of  the 
Student  Health  Service  out  of  health  fee  revenue. 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption: 

RESOLVED:   That  in  accordance  with  Education  Code  Section  72246,  a 

nonrefundable  health  fee  of  $10  per  semester  and  $7  for  summer 
school  be  charged  to  credit  students  and  that  the  new  fee  schedule  become 
effective  with  the  Fall  registration. 

FURTHER  BE  IT  RESOLVED:   That  the  Chancellor  and/or  Vice  Chancellor, 

Administration,  are  hereby  authorized  to  execute  all 
documents  necessary  to  record  the  appropriation  on  the  accounts  of  the  San 
Francisco  Controller  and  the  SFCCD.

Supporting  the  granting  of  both  high  school  and  college  credit  to 
high  school  students  successfully  completing  CCSF  courses 

President  and  Members: 

The  CCSF  XL  Program  enables  students  in  good  academic  standing  in  secondary 
schools  in  San  Francisco  to  enroll  in  college  courses.   Over  400  XL  students  enroll  in  City  College 
classes  each  year,  and  many  of  these  same  students  matriculate  at  CCSF  when  they  graduate  high 
school.   To  facilitate  and  support  the  concurrent  enrollment  program,  the  Governing  Board  of  the 
San  Francisco  Community  College  District  has  granted  fee  waivers  to  concurrent  enrollment 
students  based  upon  the  legal  mandates  in  Education  Codes  Sections  48800,  76001,  and  72252. 

Currently,  the  practice  of  both  districts  is  to  allow  the  student  to  choose  either  high 
school  or  college  credit  for  coursework  successfully  completed  at  City  College. 

According  to  three  different  memoranda  received  by  City  College,  there  is  no  legal 
prohibition  to  a  student  receiving  both  high  school  and  college  credit.   The  decision  to  grant 
concurrent  credit  is  a  local  option.   This  view  has  been  confirmed  by  various  administrators  in  State 
Chancellor's  Office  of  the  California  Community  Colleges  including  the  Vice  Chancellor  for  Legal 
Affairs  (1986),  the  Vice  Chancellor  of  Academic  Affairs  (1989),  and  the  Dean  of  Transfer  and 
General  Education  (1992). 

Furthermore,  some  districts  in  the  state  of  California,  such  as  the  Pasadena  Unified 
School  District  and  the  Pasadena  Community  College  District,  are  currently  practicing  the  granting 
of  concurrent  high  school  and  college  credit  to  secondary  school  students. 

The  benefits  of  dual  high  school  and  college  credit  include: 

'Students  can  accelerate  the  completion  of  their  high  school  program; 

*  Students  can  opt  for  more  electives  or  courses  in  highly  specialized  areas  earlier  in 
their  high  school  or  college  careers; 

•Students  participating  in  the  Tech/Prep  Two  Plus  Two  programs  can  complete 
their  high  school  requirements  and  enter  college  prepared  for  the  more  advanced  courses; 

•Students  can  save  time  and  money  by  completing  their  programs  earlier. 

The  Articulation  Council,  consisting  of  representatives  from  both  districts,  have 
examined  this  issue  of  dual  credit  and  are  recommending  that  both  the  SF  Community  College 
District  Board  and  the  SFUSD  Board  of  Education  pass  a  resolution  supporting  the  granting  of  both 
high  school  and  college  credit  for  secondary  students  enrolled  as  "special  part  time  students"  at 
City  College. 

Therefore,  the  following  resolution  is  proposed: 
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WHEREAS:   The  strengthening  of  articulation  between  and  among  the  segments  of 

California  education  is  emphasized  in  the  Community  College  Reform 
Act  of  1 986,  and  the  Community  College  Matriculation  Act  of  1 984,  and 

WHEREAS:    City  College  of  San  Francisco  and  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School 

District  are  committed  to  finding  the  best  possible  methods  for 
collaboration  in  order  to  facilitate  the  academic  success  of  the  students  of  San 
Francisco,  and 

WHEREAS:    Section  48800,  76001  and  72252  of  the  California  Education  Code 
provide  a  means  of  encouraging  such  articulation  and  collaboration, 
and 

WHEREAS:    Nothing  in  the  Education  Code  prohibits  the  granting  of  both  high 

school  and  college  credit  for  college  courses,  the  following  resolution  is 
recommended  for  adoption: 

RESOLVED:   That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  San  Francisco  Community  College

President  and  Members: 

Since  the  State  requires  district  Board  approval  for  educational  programs,  we  are 
submitting  for  your  approval  two  educational  programs,  before  sending  them  on  to  the  State.   They 
are:  Certificate  in  Apparel  Design  and  Production,  and  Certificate  in  Textile  Arts  Design  and 
Production. 

The  two-year  course  sequences  constitute  a  repackaging  of  current  courses.   All 
courses  have  already  been  approved  by  the  Curriculum  Committee.    No  new  classes  are  being 
proposed  for  these  programs. 

The  purpose  of  the  certificates  is  to  equip  students  with  knowledge  and  skills  they 
need  to  be  employable  in  the  apparel  and  textiles  industry.   To  accomplish  this,  one  aspect  of  the 
programs  is  to  present  the  basics:  fiber  and  weave  structure,  design  and  aesthetics,  and  production 
techniques  and  management.    The  students  then  apply  this  fundamental  knowledge  to  design  and 
production  problems  that  might  occur  in  the  workplace.   To  remain  competitive,  the  programs' 
curriculum  will  stay  current  with  the  latest  trends  in  the  marketplace  and  will  offer  hands-on  work 
experience  in  the  field  to  students.    (We  are  now  conducting  a  survey  of  industry  to  establish 
specific  needs.) 

San  Francisco  is  the  third  largest  textile/apparel  center  in  the  U.S.,  with  200  active 
apparel  manufacturers  and  300  contract  shops.   With  the  addition  of  the  Fashion  Center  and  the 
new  promotional  emphasis  on  the  fashion  industry  from  City  Hall,  there  are  now  more 
manufacturers  and  a  stronger  demand  for  skilled  design  and  production  workers.   To  help  qualify 
students  for  employment  in  this  important  industry,  the  certificated  programs  would  also  offer 
student  internships  to  both  industry  and  textile  artists/designers.   A  job  bank  would  be  established 
as  well  to  assist  students  in  employment. 

We  are  working  with  San  Francisco  State  University  to  assure  that  certificated 
students  can  transfer  there  for  a  higher  degree  in  Apparel  and  Textile  Arts.

California  Education  Code  Section  76142  reads  as  follows: 

"A  community  college  district  may  charge  nonresident  applicants  who  are  both 
citizens  and  residents  of  a  foreign  country  a  processing  fee  not  to  exceed  the  lesser 
of  (1)  the  actual  cost  of  processing  an  application  and  other  documentation  required 
by  the  federal  government,  or  (2)  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  which  may  be 
deducted  from  the  tuition  fee  at  the  time  of  enrollment.    No  processing  fee  shall  be 
charged  to  an  applicant  who  would  be  eligible  for  an  exemption  from  nonresident 
tuition  pursuant  to  Section  76140  or  who  can  demonstrate  economic  hardship.   For 
purposes  of  this  section,  the  governing  board  of  each  community  college  district 
that  chooses  to  impose  the  fee  authorized  by  this  section  shall  adopt  a  definition  of 
economic  hardship  that  includes  the  financial  circumstances  of  a  person  who  is  a 
victim  of  persecution  or  discrimination  in  the  foreign  country  in  which  the  applicant 
is  a  citizen  and  resident,  or  who  is  a  recipient  of  benefits  under  the  Aid  to  Families 
with  Dependent  Children  Program,  the  Supplemental  Income/State  Supplementary 
Program,  or  a  general  assistance  program."

Current  funding  to  meet  the  educational  mission  of  the  California  Community 
Colleges  is  by  no  means  adequate.   While  districts  struggle  to  balance  budgets  and  insure  that 
classroom  instruction  is  affected  the  least,  other  essential  services  must  find  alternate  methods, 
authorized  by  statute,  to  maintain  its  current  level  of  service  and  effectiveness. 

As  a  result  of  KH  Consulting  Group's  recommendations,  in  consultation  with 
students,  faculty,  staff  and  administration,  and  in  reviewing  the  result  of  a  student  services  fee 
survey  of  92  California  Community  Colleges,  the  fees  recommended  are  essential  for  maintaining 
our  current  level  of  services  and  are  consistent  within  the  California  community  College  system. 

The  current  transcript  is  $3  after  the  2nd  copy.   The  recommendation  is  to  increase 
the  fee  to  $5  after  the  second  copy.

The  tentative  agreement  involves  two  mutually  exclusive  retirement  incentive 
options,  the  terms  of  which  are  as  follows: 

RETIREMENT  OPTION  1

(2)  Employees  must  submit  required  documents  for  retirement  at  the 
end  of  the  1992-93  academic  year.

During  the  year  1991-92  City  College  of  San  Francisco  received  $97,675  from  the 
United  States  Department  of  Education  (Title  VIB,  Resolution  #91 1219-B14). 

Due  to  fiscal  constraints  City  College  was  not  able  to  hire  a  full-time  international 
business  faculty  as  had  been  agreed.    However,  a  combination  of  grant  funds,  outside  income 
sources  and  City  College's  contribution  of  current  full-time  and  part-time  international  business 
faculty  and  in-kind  contributions  made  the  establishment  of  the  International  Business  Resource 
Center  ("IBRC")  possible.   This  Center  is  already  providing  resource  materials,  seminars  and 
workshops  to  students  and  the  San  Francisco  Business  community  at  large.    Furthermore,  the  grant 
is  offering  stipends  to  two  students  and  four  faculty  to  do  business  internships  abroad,  Summer 
1993. 

During  the  second  year,  1 993-94,  the  Federal  Government  has  awarded  to  City 
College  of  San  Francisco  $100,000.    This  amount  includes  8%  indirect  charges  for  the  college. 
The  grant  requires  matching  funds  from  CCSF  which  are  provided,  like  last  year,  by  current  full- 
time  and  part-time  business  department  faculty  and  the  Office  of  Contract  Education  has  agreed  to 
pay  the  50%  match  of  the  IBRC's  faculty  coordinator's  salary.   The  agreement  came  about 
because  the  presence  and  the  activities  of  the  IBRC  have  already  generated  several  international 
training  projects,  delivered  in  the  Contract  Education  mode.

The  Downtown  Campus  at  800  Mission  Street  was  constructed  in  1 978  at  a  cost 
of  about  $9  million  with  about  one  quarter  of  the  construction  costs  funded  from  State  Community 
College  Bond  Funds  and  three  quarters  from  local  ad  valorem  taxes.    Construction  required  the  prior 
approval  of  some  1 7  agencies,  one  of  which  was  the  California  Post-Secondary  Education 
Commission.    In  reviewing  the  proposed  project,  CPEC  staff  reported  that,  "During  the  District's 
initial  planning  for  the  Campus,  other  education  institutions  expressed  interest  in  utilizing  part  of 
the  facility  for  some  of  their  programs.    One  of  them,  California  State  University,  San  Francisco, 
has  long  sought  a  new  downtown  campus  for  its  upper  division  and  graduate  level  extension 
programs,  and  would  utilize  the  facility  on  a  space-available  basis."    CPEC  adopted  the  staff 
recommendation  which  read  in  part  as  follows:    "The  Downtown  Center  be  approved,  subject  to 
the  development  of  a  formal  agreement  for  use  of  the  facility  by  the  California  State  University, 
San  Francisco.  ..." 

Dr.  Louis  F.  Batmale,  by  letter  dated  June  17,  1974  and  Dr.  Paul  F  Romberg  of 
SFSU,  by  letter  dated  June  21,  1974,  agreed  that  the  SFCCD  would,  "provide  space  to  house  the 
equivalent  of  8,000  C.S.U.  weekly  student  contact  hours.    It  is  anticipated  that  a  significant 
number  of  these  Upper  Division  and  graduate  classes  will  be  held  over  the  weekend  and  that  an 
equal  number  will  be  large  sections  approximating  100." 

SFSU  has  used  and  paid  for  space  in  the  Downtown  Campus  since  the  Spring 
Semester  1979.

Establishing  the  appropriations  limit  for  1 993-94  pursuant  to 
Government  Code  Section  7910 

President  and  Members: 

The  California  electorate  on  November  6,  1 979  approved  Proposition  4  (Gann 
Initiative),  which  added  Article  XIII  B  to  the  State  Constitution  to  place  various  appropriation 
limitations  on  the  fiscal  powers  of  state  and  local  government,  commonly  referred  to  as  the  "Gann 
Limit". 

Simply  stated  the  appropriations  limit  for  the  succeeding  year  is  the  appropriations 
limit  for  the  base  year  adjusted  for  inflation  and  change  in  population.   For  a  community  college 
district,  inflation  is  the  lesser  of  the  change  in  cost-of-living  or  California  per  capita  personal  income 
and  change  in  population  is  the  percentage  change  in  the  district's  FTES. 

During  the  1 989  State  Legislative  Session  a  number  of  refinements  were  enacted  to 
implement  Proposition  98  to  include  special  purpose  apportionments  within  the  Gann  Limit  and  to 
exclude  any  unreimbursed  court  or  federal  mandates  imposed  on  or  after  November  6,  1979. 

Government  Code  Section  7910  reads  as  follows: 

"Each  year  the  governing  body  of  each  local  jurisdiction  shall,  by  resolution, 
establish  its  appropriations  limit  and  make  other  necessary  determinations  for  the 
following  fiscal  year  pursuant  to  Article  XIII  B  at  a  regularly  scheduled  meeting  or 
noticed  special  meeting.    Fifteen  days  prior  to  the  meeting  documentation  used  in 
the  determination  of  the  appropriations  limit  and  other  necessary  determinations 
shall  be  available  to  the  public.   The  determinations  made  pursuant  to  this  section 
are  legislative  acts.   Any  judicial  action  or  proceeding  to  attach,  review,  set  aside, 
void,  or  annul  the  action  of  the  governing  body  taken  pursuant  to  this  section  for 
the  1980-81  fiscal  year  shall  be  commenced  within  60  days  of  the  effective  date  of 
the  resolution  or  the  effective  date  of  the  act  which  added  this  section  to  the 
Government  Code,  whichever  date  is  later.    For  the  1981-82  fiscal  year  and  each 
fiscal  year  thereafter,  any  judicial  action  or  proceeding  to  attack,  review,  set  aside, 
void,  or  annul  the  action  of  the  governing  body  taken  pursuant  to  this  section  shall 
be  commenced  within  45  days  of  the  effective  date  of  the  resolution.   All  courts 
wherein  such  actions  are  or  may  be  hereafter  pending,  including  any  court 
reviewing  such  action  on  appeal  from  the  decision  of  a  lower  court,  shall  give  such 
actions  preference  over  all  other  civil  actions  therein,  in  the  manner  of  setting  the 
same  for  hearing  or  trial  and  in  hearing  the  same  to  the  end  that  all  such  actions 
shall  be  quickly  heard  and  determined". 

The  State  Chancellor's  Office  notified  us  by  memorandum  dated  May  1 0,  1 993  that 
the  Department  of  Finance  has  determined  that  the  applicable  price  factor  to  be  used  in  setting  the 
1992-93  appropriation  limit  is:    California  per  capita  personal  income:  2.72%. 

Since  June  12,  1992,  a  fifteen  page  worksheet  setting  forth  the  derivation  of  the 
appropriations  limit  has  been  available  for  public  inspection  at  the  District  Business  Office,  Budget 
Section,  33  Gough  Street,  San  Francisco,  pursuant  to  Government  Code  Sections  7908  and  7910. 
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The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption: 

RESOLVED:   That  the  Governing  Board  pursuant  to  Government  Code  Sections 

7908  and  7910  (Gann  Limit),  establishes  the  SFCCD  appropriations 
limit  for  the  fiscal  year  1993-94  at  $1 17,486,1 19.00.

College  District  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1 993-94 

President  and  Members: 

The  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  must  enact  a  formal  resolution 
adopting  tentative  budgets  for  the  General  Fund  (Unrestricted  and  Restricted),  Cafeteria  Fund, 
Capital  Outlay  Projects  Fund,  and  the  Child  Development  Fund  to  allow  expenditures  to  continue 
after  July  1 ,  1 993,  the  start  of  the  new  fiscal  year.   The  resolution  will  allow  the  Controller  to 
establish  expenditure  appropriation  accounts  so  that  obligations  may  be  incurred  and  salaries  paid 
during  the  period  between  July  1,  1993  and  the  date  the  final  budget  is  adopted. 

Upon  receiving  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  tentative  budgets  will  be 
entered  into  the  accounting  records  of  both  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  and  the 
City's  Controller.  When  the  Board  of  Trustees  adopts  the  final  budget  for  fiscal  year  1 993-94,  the 
accounting  records  will  be  adjusted  accordingly. 

Projected  revenues  for  the  1 993-94  tentative  budget  are  based  on  the  worst  case 
scenario,  and  reflect  a  6%  reduction  in  base  funding,  with  no  additional  funding  for  growth,    no 
COLA,  and  no  local  sales  tax  revenue.   The  1992-93  ending  balance  has  been  estimated  at 
approximately  $1.18  M  and  is  considered  to  be  available  for  fiscal  year  1993-94  expenditures.    In 
the  absence  of  specific  information,  other  revenues  have  been  held  fairly  constant.   The  tentative 
budget  estimates  total  revenues  for  1993-94  to  be  $89  million.   This  estimate  will  be  refined  after 
the  state  adopts  its  final  budget. 

Projected  expenditures  in  the  1 993-94  tentative  budget  are  based  on  the  1 992-93 
rebudget  as  established  in  April  1992.    Estimated  increases  for  salary  increments  and  rate  changes 
have  also  been  included,  and  will  be  refined  when  the  final  budget  is  proposed.   Total  expenditures 
in  the  1993-94  tentative  budget  for  the  General  Fund,  Unrestricted,  amount  to  $104.1  million. 
While  this  figure  is  approximately  $28.5  million  below  the  Gann  Limit  for  the  upcoming  fiscal  year, 
it  exceeds  our  current  estimate  of  available  resources.   To  balance  revenues  with  expenditures  an 
unspecified  reserve  of  $15.1  million  will  be  placed  upon  expenditures.    As  a  result,  the  1993-94 
tentative  budget  for  the  General  Fund,  Unrestricted  is  recommended  to  the  Board  in  the  amount  of 
$89  million.    Budget  control  language  has  been  included  in  this  resolution  to  provide  for  continuous 
operation  until  the  final  budget  is  adopted. 

The  1 993-94  tentative  budget  for  the  General  Fund,  Restricted  is  based  on  the 
1992-93  rebudget  with  adjustments  for  estimated  increases  in  salaries  and  fringe  benefits.    These 
estimates  will  be  adjusted  after  the  state  adopts  its  final  budget.   The  1 993-94  tentative  budget  for 
the  General  Fund,  Restricted  is:

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The  1993-94  tentative  budget  for  the  Cafeteria  Fund  is  $905,636,  and  is  based  on 
the  1 992-93  rebudget.

AMENDMENT  #3 

Article  13  -  Assignment  and  Scheduling 

An  assignment  is  the  act  of  appointing  a  faculty  member  to  a  post  or  duty  within  his/her 
employment  capacity  in  order  to  meet  student  and  district  requirements. 

A.   Pre-Assignment 

1 .  Within  each  department,  employees  may,  prior  to  each  semester,  on  a  form 
mutually  agreed  upon,  submit  to  their  immediate  manager  or  designee  their 
desires  with  respect  to  their  instructional  or  non-instructional  programs 
including  courses,  hours  and  locations  within  the  Department. 

2.  Credit  Program 

2.1  In  the  credit  program  where  it  is  determined  and  approved  by 
management  to  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the  educational  program, 
a  four  day  a  week  instructional  schedule  shall  be  permitted. 

3.  Wherever  possible,  employees  shall  be  notified  in  writing  of  their  initial 
assignments  at  least  four  (4)  weeks  in  advance  of  the  assignments 
becoming  effective. 

4.  A  four  day  a  week  instructional/counseling/librarian  schedule  shall  be 
permitted  whenever,  in  response  to  a  management  request,  an  employee 
voluntarily  works  evenings  or  Saturdays  as  part  of  regular  load.  The  sole 
intent  of  this  provision  is  to  provide  an  incentive  for  voluntary  acceptance 
of  night  and  weekend  assignments  in  both  the  credit  and  non-credit 
programs. 
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AMENDMENT  #4 

Article  13-1  (New  Section)  Part-time  Reemployment  Preference 

This  procedure  shall  be  applied  only  in  those  departments  or  subject  areas  in  which 
seniority  lists  have  been  completed  and  finally  approved  by  the  Employee  Relations 
Department,  on  behalf  of  the  District,  and  by  the  Union,  on  behalf  of  all  faculty  within  the 
discipline  or  subject  area. 

A.  Reemployment  Preference  -  If,  at  the  time  of  original  assignment,  there  is  a 
reduction  in  the  number  of  hours  available  to  a  currently  employed  temporary, 
part-time  faculty  member  then,  within  the  faculty  member's  department  or  subject 
area,  hours  shall  be  reassigned  to  temporary,  part-time  faculty  according  to  their 
seniority  provided  the  following  requirements  are  met: 

1.  Minimum  Qualifications  -  The  faculty  member  must  possess  the  state 
determined  minimum  qualifications,  or  their  formally  granted  equivalent,  in 
the  discipline  or  subject  area  of  every  course  or  non-classroom  activity  to 
which  he  or  she  is  assigned. 

1.1  Previously  Granted  Credentials  -  No  mention  of  minimum 
qualifications  herein  shall  disqualify  a  faculty  member  who  has  been 
teaching  under  a  previously  granted  credential. 

2.  Assignment  Preference  Form 

2.1  In  order  to  receive  re-employment  preference,  temporary,  part-time 
faculty  must  submit  an  assignment  preference  form  prior  to  the  time 
of  original  assignment. 

3.  Prior  Assignment 

3.1  Credit  Courses  and  Non-Credit  DSP&S,  Older  Adults,  Health  and 
Safety,  and  Vocational  Courses  -  For  credit  assignments,  and  non- 
credit  assignments  in  DSP&S,  Older  Adults  and  vocational  courses, 
every  assignment  must  be  to  a  course  taught  at  least  twice  within  the 
last  ten  (10)  semesters.  Assignment  to  specific  sections  may  also 
require  special  job-related  skills.  Management  or  designee  shall 
publicly  list  such  sections  in  advance.  Management  or  designee  may 
deem  courses  within  a  department  or  subject  area  as  equivalent  to 
each  other  for  application  of  this  Article  provided  that  such 
"equivalencies"  are  publicly  listed  in  advance  and  consistently 
applied. 

3.2  Other  State-funded  Non-Credit  Areas  -  For  faculty  members  with 
non-credit  assignments  in  Consumer  Education,  Parenting,  ESL, 
Citizenship  Ed  or,  Transitional  Studies  including  ABE/GED  and  Adult 
Learning  Center,  assignment  must  be  to  any  course  in  their  State- 
funded  non-credit  area.  Assignment  to  specific  sections  may  also 
require  special  job-related  skills.  Management  or  designee  shall 
publicly  list  such  sections  in  advance. 

3.3  For  Librarian  assignments,  assignment  must  be  to  an  activity  (e.g., 
cataloging,  reference,  acquisitions),  assigned  at  least  twice  within  the 
last  ten  (10)  semesters. 
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3.4  For  Student  Services,  assignments  must  be  to  an  activity  and 
department  assigned  at  least  twice  within  the  last  ten  (10)  semesters. 
However,  specific  assignments  may  also  require  special  job-related 
skills. 

4.  Evaluation  -  Any  assignment  may  be  precluded  if  the  most  recent  evaluation 
was  unsatisfactory. 

5.  Unassigned  Hours 

5.1  Same  Department  -  If  hours  are  still  available  after  all  temporary, 
part-time  assignments  have  been  made  for  currently  employed 
temporary,  part-time  faculty  members  in  the  department  in  accord 
with  A.3,  such  hours  may  be  assigned  to  currently  employed 
temporary,  part-time  faculty  in  the  department  without  regard  to  A.3. 

5.2  Other  Departments  -  Currently  employed  temporary,  part-time  faculty 
members  may  apply  for  unassigned  hours  which  are  available  in 
other  departments  or  subject  areas  and  for  which  they  possess  the 
minimum  qualifications,  or  their  formally  granted  equivalent.  With 
respect  to  these  applications,  the  faculty  member  shall  be 
interviewed  for  the  assignment  for  which  he/she  applied. 

B.        Definitions  -  For  purposes  of  this  Article,  the  following  definitions  shall  apply: 

1 .  Time  of  Original  Assignment  -  The  time  of  original  assignment  is  the  day 
notice  of  assignment  or  non-assignment  is  given  to  all  current  temporary, 
part-time  faculty  within  a  department  or  subject  area  who  previously 
submitted  Assignment  Preference  Forms.  For  purposes  of  this  article, 
notice  is  given  when  assignments  are  posted  at  the  Adams,  Alemany, 
Chinatown/North  Beach,  Downtown,  Mission,  Phelan,  and  Southeast 
campuses. 

1.1  At  time  of  posting,  notices  shall  also  be  mailed  first-class  to  the 
home  addresses  on  Assignment  Preference  Forms. 

2.  Load  for  the  Current  Semester  -  Shall  be  determined  without  regard  to 
reductions  which  were  the  result  of  course  cancellations  due  to  low 
enrollment  or  to  fiscal  cuts  that  occurred  after  the  original  assignment. 

Departments  that  assign  both  credit  and  non-credit  courses  shall  compute 
assignments,  loads,  etc.  as  proportions  or  percentages  of  a  full-time  load. 

3.  Reduction  in  the  Number  of  Hours  Available  -  A  reduction  in  the  number  of 
hours  available  to  a  temporary,  part-time  faculty  member  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  occurred  if,  within  a  department  or  subject  area,  the  number  of 
hours  offered  is  less  than  the  faculty  member's  modal  load  for  the  most 
recent  four  (4)  semesters  assigned  out  of  the  last  six  calendar  semesters 
or,  if  there  is  no  mode,  the  modal  load  for  the  most  recent  three  (3) 
semesters  assigned  out  of  the  last  six  calendar  semesters  or,  if  there  is  no 
mode,  the  median  load  for  the  most  recent  three  (3)  semesters  assigned 
out  of  the  last  six  calendar  semesters. 
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3.1       Modal  Load  -  The  modal  load  is  the  single  most  frequently  occurring 
load  in  the  distribution  of  loads  assigned.

4.  Non-Credit  Assignments  -  For  purposes  of  determining  minimum 
qualifications  for  non-credit  assignments,  discipline  or  subject  area  includes, 
but  is  not  limited  to,  each  of  the  nine  (9)  State-funded  non-credit  areas, 
(ref.  Education  Code  Section  84711) 

5.  Seniority  -  Seniority  shall  be  defined  as  the  total  number  of  semesters  of 
academic  service  as  a  temporary  faculty  member  and  shall  be  determined 
in  accordance  with  Article  20.A.6.1  and  20.A.6.3.  Faculty  members  who 
achieved  modal  loads  in  more  than  one  department,  discipline,  or  subject 
area  are  eligible  for  assignments  in  those  departments,  disciplines,  or 
subject  areas. 

5.1       Ties  -  In  case  of  equal  seniority  between  two  or  more  faculty 
members,  seniority  shall  be  determined  by  the  drawing  of  lots. 

6.  Current  Employee  -  Except  as  specifically  provided  below,  a  temporary, 
part-time  faculty  member  shall  only  be  considered  a  current  employee  if 
he/she  has  an  assignment  during  the  semester  in  which  assignments  are 
made  or,  if  assignments  are  made  after  the  semester  ends,  if  he/she  had 
an  assignment  in  the  prior  semester.  Temporary,  part-time  faculty  members 
who  have  regular  assignments  in  alternate  semesters  shall  also  be 
considered  current  employees,  even  in  semesters  for  which  they  are  not 
assigned,  provided  all  other  requirements  of  this  article  are  met. 

Overload  -  With  respect  to  the  previous  semester,  the  proportionate  reduction  in 
the  number  of  temporary,  part-time  hours  in  a  discipline  or  subject  area  shall 
generally  not  exceed  the  proportionate  reduction  in  the  number  of  overload  hours 
assigned  to  unit  members  in  that  discipline  or  subject  area.  For  example,  if  the 
department,  in  the  previous  semester,  scheduled  30  hours  taught  by  hourly  and 
21  hours  taught  as  overload  (51  hours  total)  and  only  30  hours  are  currently 
available  to  be  scheduled,  a  proportionate  reduction  is  to  schedule  59%  (30  *  51 
=  59%)  of  previous  hours  so  that  17.7  hours  would  be  scheduled  as  hourly. 
Rounding  would  yield  18  hours  hourly  and  12  hours  overload.  Exceptions  to  this 
rule  may  be  justified  when  course  hours  cannot  be  split  (i.e.,  a  3-hour  assignment 
is  one  unit,  not  three  separate  hours). 
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If,  for  further  example,  only  6  hours  were  previously  assigned  to  overload  while  60 
hours  were  assigned  to  hourly,  while  the  department  currently  has  only  24  hours 
to  assign  36%  (24  *  66  =  36%),  2.16  hours  would  go  to  overload  while  21.6  hours 
would  go  to  hourly.  Rounding  would  yield  2  and  22,  but  if  the  department  has  3- 
hour  courses,  the  final  result  would  be  3  hours  overload  and  21  hourly,  rather  than 
zero  hours  overload  and  24  hourly,  because  zero  hours  overload  would  be  a  100% 
reduction  rather  than  64%. 

D.        Grievance  Procedure 

1.  Purpose  -  To  provide  an  orderly  procedure  for  reviewing  and  resolving 
grievances  promptly  and  at  the  lowest  administrative  level  possible.  This 
shall  be  the  exclusive  procedure  by  which  grievances  arising  under  the  Part- 
Time  Reemployment  Preference  Article  may  be  resolved. " 

2.  Definitions  -  For  purposes  of  this  Part-time  Reemployment  Preference 
Article,  the  following  definitions  shall  apply. 

2.1  Grievance  -  A  formal  written  allegation  by  a  grievant  that  the  grievant 
has  been  adversely  affected  by  a  violation  of  a  specific  provision  of 
this  Article. 

2.2  Grievant  -  Any  individual  temporary,  part-time  (or  categorical)  unit 
member  who  believes  his/her  preference  to  an  assignment  under 
this  Article  has  been  violated. 

2.3  Day  -  Any  day  on  which  the  central  administrative  office  of  the  District 
is  regularly  open  for  business. 

3.  Time  Limits 

3.1  Grievant  who  fails  to  comply  with  the  established  time  limits  at  any 
step  shall  forfeit  all  rights  for  that  grievance  to  further  application  of 
this  Grievance  Procedure. 

3.2  Time  is  of  the  essence  in  all  processing  of  grievances. 

3.3  Time  limits  and  steps  may  be  waived  by  mutual  agreement. 

4.  Procedural  Steps 

4.1  Informal  Level  -  Within  seven  (7)  days  of  the  Time  of  Original 
Assignment,  as  defined  in  13-1.B.1,  the  employee  shall  discuss  any 
alleged  violation  (s)  of  this  Article  with  the  person  making  the 
assignment. 

4.2  Formal  Level  -  If  a  satisfactory  resolution  is  not  reached  within  seven 
(7)  days  of  the  Time  of  Original  Assignment,  the  employee  shall 
present,  within  three  (3)  days  thereafter  on  the  "Reemployment 
Preference  Grievance  Form"  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  E-2,  the 
grievance  in  writing  to  the  Reemployment  Preference  Committee 
(hereinafter  "the  Committee"). 
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4.2.1  Membership  and  Rules  of  the  Committee  -  The  Union  and  the 
District  shall  each  appoint  two  persons  to  serve  on  the 
Committee.  Only  members  of  the  Committee  shall  attend  its 
meetings.  A  quorum  of  three  members  is  necessary  to 
conduct  Committee  work.  The  time  and  day  of  any  meetings 
of  the  Committee  shall  be  by  mutual  agreement  between  the 
Union  and  the  District. 

4.2.2  Resolution  by  the  Committee  -  The  Committee  shall,  within  ten 
(10)  days  of  the  presentation  of  a  grievance,  review  and  issue 
any  resolution  it  reaches.  Committee  decisions  shall  be 
reached  by  consensus,  which  shall  be  deemed  to  occur 
whenever  three  (3)  members  of  the  Committee  sign  a  written 
statement  of  resolution.  Resolutions  reached  by  the 
Committee  shall  be  final  and  binding  on  all  parties. 

4.2.3  Remedies  Available  to  the  Committee  -  The  Committee  shall 
have  no  power  to  modify  or  exceed  the  remedies  available 
under  this  Article,  as  set  forth  below  in  13-1. E. 

5.         Arbitration 

5.1  When  no  consensus  is  reached  by  the  Committee  within  ten  (10) 
days  after  presentation  of  a  grievance,  the  Union  may,  upon  written 
notice  to  the  Chancellor's  Designee  within  ten  (10)  days  thereafter, 
submit  the  grievance  to  arbitration  under,  and  in  accordance  with, 
the  American  Arbitration  Association's  rules  then  in  effect  governing 
expedited  arbitration. 

5.1.1  In  the  event  the  Union  elects  to  submit  more  than  one 
grievance  from  a  particular  department  or  subject  area  to 
arbitration,  then  all  such  grievances  shall  be  submitted  and 
decided  in  one  hearing  before  the  same  arbitrator. 

5.2  Power  of  the  Arbitrator  -  It  shall  be  the  function  of  the  arbitrator,  and 
he/she  is  empowered  except  as  his/her  powers  are  herein  limited, 
after  investigation  and  hearings,  to  make  a  decision  in  cases  of 
alleged  violation  of  the  Part-time  Reemployment  Preference  Article 
and,  in  cases  where  a  violation  is  found,  to  assign  a  remedy  in 
accordance  with  Section  E,  below.  When  any  matter  is  submitted  to 
an  arbitrator  hereunder,  the  sole  issue  to  be  decided  shall  be:  "Is 
there  a  less  senior  temporary,  part-time  unit  member  with  an 
assignment  in  the  department  or  subject  area  for  which  the  grievant 
was  qualified  and  was  entitled  to  preference  under  this  Article?" 

5.3  The  arbitrator  shall  have  no  power  to: 

5.3.1  Add  to,  subtract  from,  disregard,  alter  or  modify  any  of  the 
terms  of  this  Article. 

5.3.2  Consider  the  alleged  violation  of  any  provision  or  matter  lying 
outside  of  the  Part-time  Reemployment  Preference  Article. 

5.3.3  Modify  or  exceed  the  remedies  available  under  this  Article,  as 
set  forth  below  in  13-1. E. 
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5.3.4  Consider  any  evidence  of  past  practice  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  prior  deliberations  or  resolutions  of  the  Committee 
relating  to  present  Grievance  or  any  other  matter. 

5.3.5  Determine  that  more  than  one  grievant  has  preference  with 
respect  to  a  particular  assignment  within  a  department  or 
subject  area. 

5.4  Where  any  grievance  is  appealed  to  an  arbitrator  on  which  he/she 
has  no  power  to  rule,  it  shall  be  referred  back  to  the  parties  without 
decision  or  recommendation  on  its  merits. 

5.5  The  decision  of  the  arbitrator  shall  be  final  and  binding  on  all  parties. 

5.6  All  fees  and  expenses  of  the  arbitrator  shall  be  shared  equally  by  the 
District  and  the  Union.  All  other  expenses  shall  be  borne  by  the 
incurring  party,  and  neither  party  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
expense  of  any  witness  called  by  the  other. 

E.  Remedy  -  When  preference  to  an  assignment  under  this  Article  has  been 
improperly  denied,  the  Grievant  shall  be  entitled  to  treatment  in  the  subsequent 
semester  as  if  the  appropriate  assignment  had  been  made  (i.e.  semesters  of 
service,  mode,  median,  current  status).  In  addition,  one  of  the  following  remedies 
shall  be  granted: 

1 .  Provided  that  the  remedy  can  be  implemented  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the 
assignment  to  which  preference  was  denied,  the  Grievant  shall  receive  the 
percentage  of  a  full-time  load  he/she  would  have  received  but  for  the 
improper  application  of  this  Article;  provided,  however,  the  specific 
assignment  shall  be  determined  by  the  District  in  accordance  with  the 
contract. 

2.  When  the  remedy  is  not  implemented  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the 
assignment  to  which  preference  was  denied,  the  remedy  shall  be  limited  to 
the  following: 

2.1  Continuation  of  medical  benefits  at  the  District's  expense  provided 
the  Grievant  was  eligible  for  and  received  such  benefits  in  the  prior 
semester;  and  further  provided  that  the  cost  of  dependent  care 
benefits,  if  any,  shall  be  borne  solely  by  the  Grievant. 

2.2  Assignments  in  subsequent  semester(s),  in  addition  to  any 
assignment  to  which  the  Grievant  may  otherwise  have  preference 
under  this  Article,  until  the  missed  assignment  has  been  worked; 
provided  an  assignment  is  available  for  which  the  Grievant  is 
qualified;  and  further  provided  that,  in  no  event,  shall  such 
assignment(s)  together  with  all  other  assignments  received  by  the 
Grievant  exceed  60%  of  a  full-time  load  within  an  academic  year. 

F.  Exceptions  -  This  Article  shall  not  apply  with  respect  to  the  following: 
1.         Site  supervision  or  non-departmental  laboratory  assignments. 
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2.  Contract  Education  and  Community  Services  assignments;  provided, 
however,  that  Contract  Education  assignments  in  existing  subject  areas  or 
departments  shall  be  considered  in  determining  modal  and  median  load 
under  this  Article. 

3.  A  temporary,  part-time  faculty  member  with  four  or  fewer  semesters  of 
service  unless  he/she  has  been  evaluated  as  satisfactory. 

4.  A  temporary,  part-time  faculty  member  whose  services  are  terminated  for 
reasons  other  than  lack  of  an  available  assignment,    (ref.  Article  13.E) 

5.  Overload  assignments  to  courses  not  taught  by  hourly  twice  in  the  last  ten 
(10)  semesters  will  be  excluded  from  consideration  in  C. 

6.  Retired  faculty  re-employed  as  faculty,  whether  previously  employed  as  full- 
time  or  as  temporary,  part-time. 

G.  Reopener  -  The  District  and  the  Union  agree  to  reopen  this  Article  by  June  30, 
1994.  The  parties  will  review  and  assess  the  overall  implementation  of  this  Article 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  its  effect  on  affirmative  action  and  faculty  diversity. 

AMENDMENT  #5 

Article  17,  Leaves 

N.        Sabbatical  Leaves 

11.  Voluntary  Deferral  of  1993-94  Sabbaticals  Due  to  District  Fiscal  Crisis  - 
Faculty  members  who  were  awarded  sabbaticals  for  fall  semester  1993 
and/or  spring  semester  1994  may  voluntarily  defer  their  sabbatical  leaves 
until  fall  semester  1994  and/or  spring  semester  1995  respectively.  Faculty 
members  who  elect  to  defer  their  sabbaticals  for  one  year  will  be  counted 
as  part  of  the  four  percent  (4%)  total  maximum  number  of  full-time  faculty 
in  the  District  who  shall  be  granted  sabbaticals  in  1994-95.  With  respect  to 
deferred  sabbaticals,  all  other  provisions  of  Article  17.N  Sabbatical  Leave 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  all  rights  and  obligations  of  faculty  members 
granted  sabbatical  leaves,  shall  remain  in  effect  just  as  if  these  deferred 
sabbaticals  were  originally  awarded  for  fall  1994  and/or  spring  1995. 

Exception  -  Faculty  members  who  were  awarded  the  second  half  of  a  split 
sabbatical  in  fall  1993  or  spring  1994,  and  who  must  complete  their  one  year  split 
sabbatical  during  1993-94  in  accord  with  Education  Code  §87767,  may  request  an 
extension  of  the  statutory  deadline,  and  their  request  shall  be  considered  by  the 
District. 

AMENDMENT  #6 

Article  18  -  Load  and  Class  Size 

A.  Subject  to  Article  20.4,  Article  13.B.6.4  and  this  Article,  current  written  policy, 
practices,  rules  and  regulations  in  effect  for  unit  members  in  regard  to  Load  and 
Class  Size  shall  remain  in  force  unless  mutually  agreed  otherwise  between  the 
parties,  except  for  the  following  clarifications. 
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1 .  College  agrees  to  use  the  .8  small  class  multiplier  only  when  there  is  mutual 
agreement  between  management  and  the  unit  member. 

2.  At  the  College,  census  week  enrollment  figures  will  be  used  to  determine 
the  size  factor. 

3.  No  size  factor  shall  be  applied  to  telecommunications  courses. 

4.  In  the  Centers  Division,  a  full-time  Schedule  I  instructor's  work  load  shall  be 
25  contact  hours  a  week. 

B.  Minimum  Class  Size  -  For  both  credit  and  non-credit  courses,  the  minimum  class 
size  shall  be  20;  provided,  however,  that  the  District  may  provide  for  exceptions  to 
this  requirement  for: 

1.  3rd  or  4th  semester  courses  in  transfer  or  vocational  sequences; 

2.  Classes  with  approved  capacities  below  20  students; 

3.  Classes  where  considerations  of  safety  require  a  lower  minimum; 

4.  Courses  for  which  enrolled  students  have  no  alternative  enrollment  option. 

5.  Courses  for  which  smaller  class  size  is  deemed  a  valid  educational 
requirement,  for  example,  basic  skills  and  classes  for  the  disabled. 

C.  Size  Factor  For  Credit  Lectures  -  For  departments  that  currently  utilize  the  1 .5  load 
factor,  the  minimum  enrollment  necessary  for  such  factor  shall  be  60;  provided, 
however,  the  District  may  provide  for  pre-approved  exceptions  for  specific  sections 
where  this  requirement  will  create  a  demonstrable  hardship. 

AMENDMENT  #7 

Article  20  Compensation/Salaries 

A.         COMPENSATION 

3.         For  the  1993/94  Academic  Year,  the  District  shall  provide  no  increase  on 
any  existing  salary  schedule  or  hourly  rate  except  as  provided  below: 

3.1  Beginning  January  3,  1994,  the  District  shall  increase  all  columns  and 
steps  on  the  existing  full-time  faculty  salary  schedule  by  an  amount 
equal  to  one  half  the  average  cost  charged,  effective  July  1, 1993,  to 
full-time  faculty  for  "employee-plus-one-dependent"  coverage  under 
the  various  health  plans  as  detailed  by  the  City  &  County's  Health 
Service  System.  (EXH.  B,  to  be  adjusted  for  the  increase  provided 
by  this  paragraph)  Beginning  [July  1,  1994],  the  District  shall 
increase  all  columns  and  steps  on  the  existing  full-time  faculty  salary 
schedule  by  an  amount  equal  to  the  remaining  one  half  of  the 
average  cost  charged,  effective  July  1,  1993,  to  full-time  faculty  for 
"employee-plus-one-dependent"  coverage  under  the  various  health 
plans  as  detailed  by  the  City  &  County's  Health  Service  System. 
(EXH.  B,  to  be  adjusted  for  the  increase  provided  by  this  paragraph) 
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3.2  Beginning  January  3,  1994,  the  District  shall  provide  an  8-Step  65% 
Credit  Pro-rata  salary  schedule  for  part-time,  temporary  faculty 
assigned  to  teach  credit  courses.  (EXH.  C-1,  as  adjusted  for  the 
increase  to  the  full-time  faculty  salary  schedule  provided  for  in  Article 
20.A.3) 

3.3  Beginning  January  3,  1994,  the  District  shall  provide  an  8-Step  85% 
Non-credit  Pro-rata  salary  schedule  for  part-time,  temporary  faculty 
assigned  to  teach  non-credit  courses.  (EXH.  C-2,  as  adjusted  for  the 
increase  to  the  full-time  faculty  salary  schedule  provided  for  in  Article 
20.A.3) 

J.        Personal  Automobile  --  Reimbursement 

The  District  shall  reimburse  an  employee  for  advance  authorized  use  of  his/her 
personal  automobile  on  matters  of  official  District  business  at  the  prevailing  District 
rate,  but  not  less  than  22  cents  a  mile.  Such  requests  must  be  submitted  on  the 
proper  District  forms  and  in  a  timely  manner.  Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  the 
District  shall  not  reimburse  an  employee  for  any  use  of  his  or  her  personal 
automobile  during  fiscal  year  1993-94.

A.        Fringe  Benefits  -  Schedule  I  Employees 

2.         Drug/Dental/Orthodontia/Life  Insurance

Generally  the 
role  of  the  faculty  and  students  is  basically  one  of  making  recommendations  to 
the  Chancellor/Superintendent  relative  to  policy  matters  via  appropriate 
channels.  Every  effort  shall  be  made  to  afford  these  groups  the  opportunity 
to  participate  in  governance  to  this  extent.  Site  administrators  should,  in 
conjunction  with  staff  and  students,  develop  procedures  to  encourage  such 
participation.

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CITY  COLLEGE  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO 
SHARED  GOVERNANCE  SYSTEM 


I.   General  Statements 

A.  The  Board  of  Trustees  embraces  the  concept  of  shared  governance 
as  a  fundamental  policy  of  the  college,  while  retaining  its  own 
rights  and  responsibilities  as  the  ultimate  authority  in  all  areas 
defined  by  State  laws  and  regulations. 

B.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  establish  procedures  to  ensure 
faculty,  staff,  and  students, 

1.  the  opportunity  to  express  their  opinions  and  to  ensure 
that  these  opinions  shall  be  given  every  reasonable  consideration; 
and, 

2.  the  right  to  participate  effectively  in  college 
governance. 

C.  Appropriate  members  of  the  college  shall  participate  in 
planning  for  the  future,  and  in  developing  policies,  regulations, 
and  recommendations  under  which  the  college  is  governed  and 
administered . 

D.  Each  constituency  of  the  college  which  has  the  responsibility 
and  expertise  in  a  particular  area  shall  participate  in  the 
formulation  of  policies  and  regulations  related  to  that  area.  Such 
participation  will  bring  together  multiple  segments  of  the  college 
in  instances  where  policies  and  regulations  affect  staff  across 
schools  and  departments. 

E.  College  standing  and  ad  hoc  committees  shall  be  structured  to 
include  appropriate  representation  by  faculty,  administration, 
classified  staff,  and  students,  when  matters  being  considered  are 
within  their  purview. 

F.  The  Board  of  Trustees  delegates  responsibility  and  authority  to 
the  Chancellor  to  establish  a  college  shared  governance  system  in 
consultation  with  and  approval  of  appropriate  college 
constituencies,  subject  to  Board  approval. 
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G.  The  Board  of  Trustees,  and  its  official  representative,  the 
Chancellor,  shall  rely  primarily  upon  the  advice  and  judgement  of 
the  Academic  Senate  in  the  following  areas  as  defined  by  Title  5 
Section  53200: 

1.  Curriculum,  including  establishing  prerequisites  and  placing 
courses  within  disciplines 

2.  Degree  and  certificate  requirements 

3.  Grading  policies 

4.  Educational  program  development 

5.  Standards  or  policies  regarding  student  preparation  and  success 

6.  District  and  college  governance  structures,  as  related  to 
faculty  roles 

7.  Faculty  roles  and  involvement  in  accreditation  processes, 
including  self-study  and  annual  reports 

8.  Policies  for  faculty  professional  development  activities 

9.  Processes  for  program  review 

10.  Processes  for  institutional  planning  and  budget  development 

11.  Other  academic  and  professional  matters  as  mutually  agreed  upon 
by  formal  board  resolution  between  the  governing  board  and  the 
academic  senate. 


II .   College  Governance  Structures 

The  college  shall  be  governed  by  three  governance  systems: 

1.  Collegial  governance  system  in  which  the  college  shall 
rely  primarily  upon  the  advice  and  judgment  of  the  Academic  Senate 
and  its  representatives; 

2.  The  college  advisory  governance  system  in  which  standing 
committees,  ad  hoc  committees,  and  trade  advisory/ community 
advisory  committees  may  provide  advisory  recommendations  to  the 
College  Advisory  Council  for  review  and  action; 

3.  Budget  and  Planning  governance  system  which  is  advisory 
directly  to  the  Chancellor  on  all  matters  pertaining  to 
institutional  priorities,  planning  and  budget  issues. 
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A.   Colleqial  Governance  System 

1.  The  collegial  governance  system  comprises  four 
institutional  bodies  which  rely  primarily  upon  the  advice  and 
judgement  of  the  Academic  Senate  and  its  representatives.  They  are 

a.  Academic  Policies 

b.  Curriculum 

c.  Student  Preparation/ Student  Success 

d.  Staff  Development  (as  its  relates  to  faculty) 

2.  Subcommittees  may  be  established  to  address  specific 
subareas  within  these  four  areas.  These  subcommittees  may  address 
policy  and/or  implementation  issues.  See  the  Appendix  A  for  a 
description  of  each  committee  and  standing  subcommittees  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  each  committee. 

3.  Each  committee  shall  elect  its  own  chair. 

4.  Each  committee  and  subcommittee  shall  have  a  chair 
authorized  to  be  responsible  for  the  operations  of  the  committee 
and  an  appropriate  administrator  on  the  committee  shall  be 
designated  to  ensure  that  the  mandate  of  the 
committees/subcommittees  is  carried  out  according  to  the  agreed 
upon  timelines. 

5.  Policy  recommendations  go  directly  to  the  Academic  Provost 
and  the  Academic  Senate  for  review  and  then  to  the  Chancellor  who 
will  make  his/her  policy  recommendations  to  the  Board. 

6.  Where  special  circumstances  dictate  or  special  issues 
arise  in  academic  and  professional  matters  as  defined  in  Title  5 
regulations,  the  Chancellor,  in  consultation  with  the  Academic 
Senate,  may  establish  an  ad  hoc  committee  to  develop 
recommendations.  The  Academic  Senate  shall  appoint  faculty  and  the 
Chancellor  shall  appoint  administrators  to  the  ad  hoc  committee. 
The  committee  shall  report  to  the  appropriate  collegial  governance 
committee  and  the  Academic  Senate  and  then  to  the  Chancellor. 
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B.   College  Advisory  Governance  System 

1.  The  Chancellor  shall  establish  a  College  Advisory  Council 
which  will  coordinate  policy  development  and  make  recommendations 
in  areas  not  under  the  leadership  of  the  Academic  Senate.  The 
Council  shall  consist  of  the  following  representatives  from  each  of 
the  following  constituencies: 

a.  Faculty  (three  representatives  chosen  by  the  Academic 
Senate  including  one  from  AFT  2121;  and  one  from  Department  Chairs 
Council) ; 

b.  Classified  staff  (three  representatives  appointed  by 
SEIU  790  including  one  from  group  not  represented  by  SEIU) ; 

c.  Administrators  (three  representatives  appointed  by 
the  Chancellor) 

d.  Students  (two  representatives  appointed  by  the 
Associated  Student  Government  for  one  year  terms) 

Appointments  of  faculty,  classified  staff  and  administrators 
shall  be  for  two  years. 

2.  The  advisory  governance  system  shall  be  comprised  of  three 
types  of  committees: 

a.  Standing  Advisory  Committees 

Standing  advisory  committees  report  to  the  College 
Advisory  Council  (see  Appendix  C  for  list  of  standing  committees) . 

b.  Ad  Hoc  Committees 

Where  special  circumstances  dictate  or  special 
issues  arise,  the  Chancellor  may  establish  ad  hoc  task  forces  to 
develop  recommendations.  Representatives  from  each  constituency 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  appropriate  organizations. 

c.  Trade  Advisory/Community  Advisory  Committees 

Where  appropriate,  committees  may  be  established  to 
advise  college  programs.  All  recommendations  are  advisory  to  the 
administrator  responsible  for  the  program. 

3.  The  College  Advisory  Council  shall  receive  and  review  all 
recommendations  from  the  college  standing  committees.  The 
Council's  recommendations  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Chancellor  who 
shall  make  final  recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Council  chair  shall  be  the  Chancellor  or  his/her  designee. 
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C.   Budget  and  Planning  Governance  System 

1.  The  Budget  and  Planning  Committee  shall  be  advisory  to 
the  Chancellor  on  all  recommendations  for  the  allocation  of  funds. 
The  Chancellor  or  his/her  designee  shall  chair  the  BPC. 

2.  The  Master  Plan  Committee  shall  develop  recommendations  on 
institutional  priorities  and  long-range  master  planning.  The 
Committee  shall  report  directly  to  the  Chancellor  and  the  BPC.  The 
Committee  shall  consist  of  faculty  appointed  by  the  Academic 
Senate;  classified  appointed  by  SEIU  790;  students  appointed  by 
Associated  Students;  and  administrators  appointed  by  the 
Chancellor. 


III.  The  Role  of  the  Academic  Senate  Regarding  Recommendations  to 
the  Board  of  Trustees 

A.  The  Board  of  Trustees  or  the  Chancellor,  may  receive 
policy  recommendations  from  the  faculty  in  respect  to  academic  and 
professional  matters  in  three  modes: 

1.  From  the  Academic  Senate  directly,  conditional  upon 
the  procedures  set  forth  in  Section  IV.  Subsection  H. 

2.  From  collegial  governance  committees  which  rely 
primarily  upon  the  advice  and  leadership  of  the  Academic  Senate  and 
its  representatives;  and 

3.  From  college  advisory  committees  which  may  take  up 
issues  which  overlap  with  the  areas  listed  in  Title  5,  Section 
53200. 

B.  For  recommendations  directly  from  the  Academic  Senate  or 
from  the  collegial  governance  committees  relying  primarily  upon  the 
advice  of  the  Academic  Senate,  the  Board  and  the  Chancellor,  agree 
that  the  Board  is  relying  primarily  upon  the  advice  and  judgment  of 
the  Senate. 

C.  For  recommendations  from  college  advisory  committees  not 
under  the  leadership  of  the  Academic  Senate  on  issues  which  may 
overlap  with  the  areas  listed  in  Title  5  Section  53200,  the  Board 
of  Trustees  or  its  designee,  the  Chancellor,  shall  make  every 
effort  to  reach  agreement  with  the  Academic  Senate. 

IV.  Authority.  Responsibility  and  Process 

A.  Policy  recommendations  from  collegial  academic  committees 
or  ad  hoc  committees  with  collegial  standing  shall  go  to  the 
Academic  Provost  and  the  Academic  Senate,  then  to  the  Chancellor 
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and  then  the  Board. 

B.  Policy  recommendations  from  the  Academic  Senate  shall  go 
to  the  Academic  Provost,  then  to  the  Chancellor  and  then  the  Board 
subject  to  the  conditions  of  Section  H  below. 

C.  Recommendations  from  the  Budget  and  Planning  Committee 
shall  go  to  the  Chancellor  and  then  to  the  Board. 

D.  Recommendations  from  standing  advisory  committees  shall  go 
to  the  College  Advisory  Council,  then  to  the  Chancellor  and  the 
Board. 

E.  Recommendations  from  the  ad  hoc  committees  not  pertaining 
to  academic  and  professional  matters  shall  go  to  College  Advisory 
Council  and  then  to  the  Chancellor  or  his/her  designee,  and  then 
the  Board. 

F.  Policy  suggestions  and  proposals  may  originate  from  any 
individual,  groups  of  individuals  or  organizations  in  the  college. 
The  College  Advisory  Council  shall  receive  all  policy  proposals 
which  do  not  originate  in  a  committee.  The  Council  shall  designate 
the  appropriate  committee  to  examine  the  proposal  with  a  timeline 
for  reporting  its  deliberations  to  either  the  Council  or  the 
Provost  if  appropriate. 

G.  The  appointment  of  faculty  members  to  serve  on  college 
committees,  task  forces  or  other  bodies  dealing  with  academic  and 
professional  matters,  shall  be  made  by  the  Academic  Senate,  after 
consultation  with  the  Chancellor  or  his/her  designee.  The  Academic 
Senate  shall  make  every  effort  to  rotate  membership  in  committees 
in  keeping  with  democratic  and  participatory  principles. 

H.  The  Academic  Senate  and  the  Chancellor  are  committed  to 
finding  appropriate  remedies  and  resolutions  to  all  academic  and 
professional  matters  in  which  there  may  be  a  disagreement. 

1.  If  the  Academic  Senate  Executive  Council  or  the 
Provost  disagree  with  a  policy  recommendation  from  one  of  the 
collegial  academic  governance  committees,  the  matter  shall  be 
referred  back  to  the  to  the  originating  committee  with  written 
comments  or  recommendations  so  that  issues  raised  by  the  Academic 
Senate  Executive  Council  or  the  Provost  may  be  addressed.  The 
Academic  Senate  Executive  Council  and  the  Provost  will  then  review 
the  policy  issue  and/or  the  committee's  recommendations  and  report 
its  decision  to  the  Chancellor. 

2.  If  the  Chancellor  disagrees  with  a  policy 
recommendation  from  the  Academic  Senate  Executive  Council,  the 
matter  shall  be  referred  back  to  the  Academic  Senate  Executive 
Council  with  written  comments  or  recommendations  so  that  issues 
raised  by  the  Chancellor  may  be  addressed.   The  Academic  Senate 
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Executive  Council  will  then  review  the  policy  issues  and  report  its 
decision  to  the  Chancellor. 

3.  If  no  resolution  or  remedy  found,  the  Academic  Senate 
shall  present  its  position  directly  to  the  Board  for  review  and 
action.  If  the  Board  rejects  the  Academic  Senate  recommendation, 
it  shall  do  so  with  a  written  explanation  to  the  Academic  Senate. 

I.  All  committees  shall  have  timely  published  agendas  and 
printed,  available,  approved  minutes. 

J.  Each  constituent  group — students,  classified  staff, 
administration  and  faculty — shall  evaluate  the  effectiveness  and 
operation  of  the  entire  governance  system  every  two  years  beginning 
in  1995.  A  summary  report  and  recommendations,  based  upon  the 
reports/ recommendations  of  each  constituent  group,  shall  be 
developed  by  the  College  Advisory  Council  and  forwarded  to  the 
Chancellor  who  shall  make  a  report  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  with 
recommendations  for  improvements  and  change  (if  needed)  in  the 
governance  system.
